All the beat supervisors of roads 
met at a huge barbecue given last 
Thursday to discuss road maintenance 
and construction for the coming year. 
The barbecue was given in order to 
new system that has re- 
cently been adopted by the court of 
county commissioners.

“The court of county commission 
ers have made some changes in the 
system for road maintenance during 
the yearof 1929. Instead of having 
beat apportioners and beat overseer: 
there will be one responsible beat su 
pervisor for each beat. The follow 
ing is the list selected by the court:

These road supervisors will have 
immediate supervision of the road 
work with hands liable to work ter 
days in the year and with per capits 
road tax. They will make a com: 
plete list of all hands liable to road 
duty, and these lists will be filed with 
the Probate Judge by Jan. 16, 1929 
On that date names of those paying 
road tax of $5.00 for the year wil) 
be checked off. The county commis 
sioners will assist the beat supervi- 
sors in making the apportionment of 
hands not paying to the roads in th« 
several beats and will also apportion 
the money paid in §0 that each roa 
in the beat will be properly cared fo? 
and maintained with the labor ano 
money paid in. These :pportion 
ments will be filed with the Probate 
Judge and the Court of County Com- 
missioners will check over and ap- 
prove or revise the same. Thase re 
ports will be on file with the Court 
and will be open to inspection by all 
persons interested. Each road this 
year will and must receive its share 
of the labor and money. No road 
will be neglected. 

“Bach supervisor will be held re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of 
each rond in his beat, and the mone} 
apportioned must be used on the Fon 
to which apportioned. 

“Commissioner J. C. Donaldson had 
charge of the barbecue, and two pigs 
were prepared and served. There 
were in attendance Supt. of Roads 
J. B. Gillis, and he gave a very in- 
structive talk.

RAINY MONTHS FIRES 
ARE MOST NUMEROUS 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 9.— 
That the rainy months of the year 
witness the most extensive forest 
fires is an anomaly pointed out by 


the Alabama commission of forestry. 
In Alabama the wettest months are 
January, February, March, July and 
December. In general the winter 
fires are far more extensive than at 
any other season. The month of Ju- 
ly, while ranking as the second wet- 
test month of the year, in most years 
is not particularly dangerous on ac- 
count of the luxuriant green vegeta- 
tion coupled with fairly well distrib- 
uted rainfall and thus is an exception 
to the rule stated. 

If the precipitation of the winter 
months were evenly distributed, it is 
very probable that the fire damage 
would be greatly lessened, However, 
the rain usually comes in heavy down- 
falls at extended and irregular inter- 
vals. The capacity of frost killed 
vegetation for the absorption of wa- 
ter is comparatively slight. The ef- 
fect of the rainfall is therefore large- 
ly superficial at such times, and a 
light wind will soon evaporate the 
moisture from the forest litter, At 
this time of the year there are nu- 
merous warming fires built by peo- 
ple in the woods and many of these 
escape, causing hurns. 
Landowners desirous of keeping fire 
from their holdings should maintain 
oversight of their lands on 
each dry or windy day throughout 
the winter and early spring. They 
should search for incipient fires in- 
stead of waiting for them to be forced 
upon their attention. If they are 
prepared to attack vigorously such 
fires while they are in their begin- 
ning stage, comparatively little dam- 
age need be sustained,

PROBATE. .WIDGE WRITES 
OPEN LETTER TO LONG 


The following is taken from the 
Geneva Reaper and is an open letter 
from Coffee county’s probate judge, 
J. A. Carnley, and delves into the 
many different angles of the road 
bond proposition recently prepounded 
by Col. Long, speaker of the house of 
representatives of Alabama legisla- 


ture: 

Opposition to submission of another 
$25,000,000 bond issue to be voted 
at this time was expressed by J. A. 
Carnley, probate judge of Coffee 
county, in an open letter to J. Lee 
Long, speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, Saturday. Judge Carnley 
another state 
bond issue would mean the repeal of 
the law giving each of the 67 coun- 
ties its portion of the original gaso- 
line tax of two cents a gallon and 
enactment of another requiring use 
of this money in meeting interest and 
sinking fund on the new bond issue. 

Give It To County 

“We have built more than 800 
miles of county roads, fairly good 
roads, and this has been accomplished 
with our two cent gasoline tax,” said 
Judge Carnley, “It occurs to me that 
we had better give the counties an- 
other cent on the gallon if it is wise 
at all to make an additional levy for 
road work. If we had for county 
work three cents per gallon in Coffee 
county we could soon complete a fine 
county system of good roads.” 

Judge Carnley’s letter follows: 

“T have read your proposition for 
road bond issue. You Yavor an extra 
session for submitting the proposed 
$50,000,000 bond issue to be used 
through six years and to be paid, 
principal and interest, by levy of an 
extra one cent on the gallon of gaso- 
line. 

“T recall your interest during the 
Jast ten years in good road legisla- 
tion. In, 1919, as I regall, you regis- 
tered the only vote in opposition to a 
bond issue for good roads. In 1928, 
you favored a law for dividing among 
the counties the 2 cents gasoline 
taxes. This 2 cents for county road 
building was retained during the 1927 
session, of which you were speaker 
of the house. You stood by the coun- 
ties in holding this 2 cents a gallon 
gasoline tax and its division equally 
among the 67 counties. 

‘Tf I recall correctly, you favored 
in 1926, during the gubernatorial 
campaign, the Rogers-McDowell prop- 
osition of $75,000,000 for good roads. 
This plan was to levy 3 cents per 
gallon on gasoline for paying the in- 
terest and creating a sinking fund to 
retire the bonds. There were four 
candidates for governor: Charles S. 
McDowell, A. H, Carmichael, Bibb 
Graves and A, G. Patterson, The 
leading isssue in this campaign was 
road bonds. Governor Graves stood 
for only $25,000,000, and the legisla- 
ture submitted this proposition which 
was ratified by the voters. 

“This administration levied an ex- 
tra 2 cents per gallon on gasoline to 
pay interest and to retire the $25,- 
000,000 for roads. You now suggest 
another levy of one cent on the gal- 
lon for the $50,000,000.

ized for road building in Alabama. 
We are again told that we must go 
forward by issuing more bonds or 
stop building state highways.

HISTORY OF ROETON SCHOOL 


Roeton school is located in the 
northeast corner of Coffee county. 

No one knows when the first school 
house was built. In 1879 there was 
an old, one-room, split log building 
here. For benches they had slabs 
with pegs in thern, 

Messrs. B. Keyton, John Terry and 
Wallace Faulkner were among the 
teachers who taught in this building. 

In 1884 a frame building was erect- 
ed near the old log house. 

The weather boarding was dressed 
by hand, and glass windows were 
used. 

Mr, John Hanchey was the first 
teacher. Messrs. Louis and Noah 
Prestwood taught in this building. 

In 1892 this house was burned. The 
patrons of the school moved a dwel- 
ling house from Tennille and built a 
school house near the old site. 

Dr. J, D. Johnston taught the first 
school in this building. Other teach- 
ers were: Charlie Prestwood, Will 
Terry and Miss Lula Kimble. 

In 1902 a new building was erected 
a few hundred yards from the old 
site, away from the cross roads, This 
was a one-room frame house 24 feet 
by 386 feet, ceiled throughout.
